He Asserts that He Saved the Life of Mayor 
and the Leaders 
of the Mob. 


New Oruzans, May 13.—In an interview 
with a reporter today, Signor Corte said: 

“Relative tomy alleged recall as consular 
agent of the Italian government during the 
stirring events which have led to an exchange 
of diplomatic courtesies. between my govern- 
ment and that of the United States, I am about 
the only accredited Italian who is able to 
officially testify in personat Rome relative to 
the unfortunate affair and the numberless com- 
plications which have originated therefrom. 
My testimony, supported by documents which 
Ihave carefully drawn up, touching every 
and even the slightest detail of the affair is re- 

uired at home. My chief desires my presence. 

e has summoned me, and I am about to 
obey. At any rate, why sheuld I be recalled? 
Because I have expressed my opinion as an 
Italian 72 the barbarity of acts com- 
plained of ? 

“God forbid that as a gentleman, and free 
agent,in a free country, and officially the 
representative of one of the European powers, 
I should be taken to task for having the 
courage to express opinion upon matters vital 
to the dearest sentiments of my countrymen.

CORTE WAS EXCITED. 

Corte was allowing his feelings to over- 
master him, but he checked himself in time, 
and continued in a more composed manner: 

“Pardon me, * org sir, if Ihave spoken 
too animatedly. But I am naturally impul- 
sive and words follow constantly with the im- 
petuosity of my thoughts. I just now alluded 
to the mayor and grand jury. Let me tell you 
that I have saved Mayor Shakespeare’s life. 
And I have done some service to Mr. Parker- 
son aud Mr. Wyckliffe and other leaders. I 
tell you this confidentially. Do not use the 
information until I have left for Italy. 
But, bah, let it go. You may say 
it today. The day after the 
killing there was a determined, absolute, al- 
most uncontrollable determination among 
certain of my countrymen to kill the mayor 
and all those who had a hand in the butchery 
but I restrained their bands. I controlled 
the furious men. 
I said that if ay harm befell 
these gentiemen I would ‘immediately 
and unreservedly denounce the perpetrators 
of the deed. This firm stand checked them 
and I succeeded in holding them with the 
promise that I wonld do everything in my 

wer to obtain justice, redress and action 
n a proper and legitimate manner, by arbitra- 
tion and other diplomatic measures between 
the two governments.“ 

‘Corte paused for a couple of minutes, then 
he resumed ; 

I have every fidence in saying that 
‘All’s well that ends well!’ The future has 
and cordial entente in store. Evil pas- 
sions, popular fury, race prejudices, have run 
their course, and a reign of calm reason and 
sober judgment is at hand. These will 
surely result from long investigations,

Relative to his near departure for Italy, 
Corte said that he would not leave until he 
had heard from Signor Poma. The latter, who 
is in Boston, has been telegraphed to in order 
to let Corte know when he would be in New 
Orleans. If an answer comes to-day, 
will be ready to go tomorrow evening. 

After an infermal talk and an exchange of 
courtesies, including a cordial handshaking 
the interview came to an end. Corte assu 
gee rab that he would go home with the 
best of feeling towards the people of New Or- 
leans, and he hoped that when he returns 
there will exist an entente cordiale between 
his government and that of this country.

The Charleston immediately turned 
at right angles and steamed away to the 
southeast, and soon disappeared beyond the 
horizon. The Crescent City’s officers report 
seeing nothing of the Itata. 
MEXICO MAY SEIZE THE ITATA. 

San Francisco, May 13.—The Call has an 
interview with A. K. Coney, Mexican consul 
general at this port, in regardto the 9 
action of the Mexican government if Itata 
enters the port of Acapulco. He says Aca- 
pulco is a neutral port, andhe is confident 
the Charleston will not be permitted to seize 
tho Itata there. But if the Itata enters there 
with contraband goods on board, it is probable 
the Mexican officers will train the guns of the 
fort on her and seize her themselves. The 
fort is nota very powerful one, but is strong 

enough to capture the Itata.

It is recognized that she can be be recaptured 
for a violation of the customs laws, a disregard 
of che orders of court, and perhaps for kipnap- 
ping, Gut any assumption that she is a pirate is 
completely negatived by the doctrine laid 
down by the late Francis Wharton, former) 
solicitor of the department of state and an emi- 
nent aythority on international law. This 
doctrin@ was accepted by Secretary Bayard, 
and laid down at the time of the 
Colombian rebellion and Panama troubles. 
The Colombian government had declared in- 
surgent yessels to be pirates, as the Chilian 
govern t has done, but the secretary held 
that thé government of the United States 
canngt regard as piratical vessels manned by 

ties iß arms against the government of 
olombiaé, when such vessels are passing to 
and from ports. held by such insurgents, or 
even when attacking ports in possession 
of the national government. In the 
late civil war, the United States, at an 
early period of the struggle, surrendered the 
position that those manning confederate 
cruisers were pirates under international law.

THE TRIP THROUGH NEBRASKA. 


Reception of the Prasident at Lincoln and 
Other Points. 

Lincoun, Neb., May 13.—The elegant 
special bearing the presidential party en- 
tered the state of Nebraska early this morning, 
and the president began the work of the day 
at 6:30 o’clock which was the time of his ar- 
rival at Hastings. A large crowd, including 
Grand Army men, civie societics and school 
children was gathered at the station, and the 
president’s appearance on the rear platform 
provoked genuine enthusiasm. The chief ex- 
ecutive made a brief speech, early as it was. 

Governor Thayer, Lieutenant Governor 
Majors and all the state officers joined the vis- 
itors at Crete and welcomed them to the state, 
The travelers arrived at Lincoln at9 o’clock 
and received a most cordial welcome. A pro- 
cession was formed and the visitors escorted 
in carrigges to the capitol, where formal ad- 
dresses of welcome were made by Governor 
Thayer, on behalf of the state and by the 
mayor of Lincoln on behalf of the citizens. 
Appropriate responses were made by the presi- 
dent, the postmaster general and the secretary 
of agriculture. The president was presented 
by the traveling men of Ne- 
braska with an address embossed on 
satin. He also received an illuminated 
address of welcome on satin from the children 
of the parochial school. The city was hand- 
somely decorated for the occasion, and busi- 
‘ness was éntirely suspended during the cere- 
monies, which lasted just one hour. The mail 
carriers of the city were mounted and acted as 
a special escort to the postmaster general dur- 
ing the parade. Just before leaving the presi- 
dent received a large delegation from Omaha. 
They preceded him in a special train to Omaha.

Amory, of Boston, treasurer of 
the Amory Manufacturing Company, of 
Manchester, N. H.; Mr. Thomas J. 
Borden, a representative of several factories

ton, and Professor Edward S. Morse, of the 
Peabody Institute at Salem. Professor 
Morse is the scientist of the party.

A Talk With Mr. Atkinson. 

Wo left Washington on Monday, the 4th of 
May,“ said Mr. Atkinson last evening. We 
ate simply a party without any objective point 
or purpose. We have in view no investment 
or project of auy kind. 

„Woe have taken the trip upon the invita- 
tion of Mr. John H. Inman, to observe for 
ourselves what's going on. 

“Most of the gentlemen in the party have 
been, or are, interested in cotton manufactur- 
ing. Mostof them have never been in the 
south before, or haven’t been here for many 
years. 

„We have been given a cordial welcome in 
the south. Wecame through southwest Vir- 
ginia, stopping at the Pocahontas mines, at 
Big Stone Gap, Middlesborough, Sequatchee 
valley, Chattanooga, and finally Atlanta. 
This is our last stop, as we leave here for 
Washington.” 

It will be remembered that Mr. Atkinson 


was a potential factor in making the cotton 
exposition the success it was. His. views upon 


the south, expressed then, were widely read, 
and had marked effect. 

He was asked, last night, if these views had 
been confirmed in time. 

“In 1880," said he, I suggested that in- 
stead of making it simply a cotton exposition, 
it should be also an exposition of the mineral, 
timber and agricultural resources of this great 
midland mountain section of the south. 

The common idea of people regarding the 
south was that not much was to be expected 
of it except cotton. That was so far from my 
own idea of the potential of the country that I 
described this mountain section—the Cumber- 
land and Piedmont plateau, including North 
Alabama and north and middle Georgia—as a 
country nearly as Jarge as France, and twice 
as large as Great Britain, with a potential in 
agriculture equal to either of them, and in 
mineral and timber equal to both combined, 
and almost an unknown country—not oniy un- 
known to the people of other sections, but to 
the people of the south itself, with few excep- 
tions. 

„That description of ‘The Land of the Sky’ 
has been justified, without question. 

„The only question is, whether the develop- 
ment isn’t going on too fast, on a speculative 
basis. 

„I find places laid out on one of three con- 
ceptions. 

“First, towns are planned and furnaces, etc., 
built or planned, merely to sell lots. Some of 
these may be justified ultimately, others will 
not. We, in New England, would not regard 
it the best way to begin building an industrial 
city to price small lots so high that the work- 
ingmen cannot buy them. 

“Second, towns are planned with a view to 
their growth. The streets, instead of being 
laid off at right angles, with small lots, are 
laid out with a view to the contour lines, and 
with a view to the larger parcels of land being 
accepted outside the very center of the town. 
Where these towns are really central points 
they will grow, and will become more and 


more attractive.

The Matter of Rapid Transit. 

It will be deplorable indeed, if, through 
short-sighted legislation, Atlanta fails to 
secure a perfect system of rapid transit, 
to which the city is entitled, and which is 
now practically assured if the council will 


permit the new company to proceed with 


the work of. development it has under- 


taken. 

In so far as the demands of this com- 
pany are reasonable, they should be granted. 
Of course the city should fully protect 
itself in the privileges granted, and should 
be careful to require the company to meet 
every reasonable demand. But it is earn- 
estly to be hoped that unnecessary, un- 
wise and cumbersome hindrances will not 
be placed in the way ‘of the great work of 
which Atlanta stands 30 much in need. 

If there is any one thing more than any 
other against which the public have had 
reason to complain, it is the miserable sys- 
tem of transit which Atlanta bas for so 
long been compelled to put up with. 

So general has been the complaint, and 
so inadequate the street car service of the 
city, that the purchasers of the consoli- 
dated lines determined to revolutionize the 
whole business and to make an invest- 
ment which would give Atlanta the best 
street car service of any city of its size in 
America. Of course the men putting up 
the money to form the new company 
were not actuated by any motives of phil- 
anthropy. They saw that Atlanta offered 
a magnificent opportunity for a thorough 
system of street car lines, and that a lib- 
eral investment for the equipment of a 
complete system of rapid transit would, if 
properly conducted, meet with ready return. 

The company in control of the consoli- 
dated lines has prepared a basis of opera- 
tion which, if carried out, will give At- 
lanta the best street car service in America. 
It will bring every suburb within quick 
and easy access of the center of the city, 


and its effect in the development of the 


city cannot be overestimated. 

As to the matter of double tracks, At- 
lanta has long since passed the point 
where the standard of village measure 
ment will meet her demands. Who, in 
Atlanta, that rides on a street car under 
the present miserable system of single 
lines and mule motors, does not constantly 
undergo the aggravating delay occasioned 


by the systematic waiting on passing cars? - 


Atlanta has outgrown that sort of thing, 
and the only possible remedy is doubie 
tracks. The evils of the single track sys- 
tem, as bad as they are now, Will» be 
worse in the course of a few years, as 
Atlanta’s population grows. Imagine a 
city of 100,000 inhabitants depending upon 
a single line system, such as Atlanta now 
has. 

Atlanta is big enough to build for the 
future, and everything that it does should 
be done on a permanent basis. 

The consolidated company already has 
the franchise for the use of the principal 
streets, and if it is forced, in its efforts 
to make its system as perfect as possible, 
to build only single tracks for electrical 
equipment, the quéstion for rapid transit 
for Atlanta is settled for a great many 
years. 

The company is anxious to adopt the 
double track system, and it only asks of 
the city the privilege. Of course it ex- 
pects to be repaid for the -sincrease in 
the cost and equipment of the double 
track system by a corresponding increase 
in patronage, as the result of a per- 
fectly equipped system, operated to meet 
every demand of the public. This, after 
all, is what the city wants, and it should 
not lose the opportunity to get it. 

Double tracks are not only safer, but 
are an actual advantage in better regu- 
lating the ordinary traffic of the street. 
In New York and other thickly settled 
cities with narrow streets, single track 
lines are unheard of, where there 
room for two tracks. There is not a 
street in Atlanta on which it is pro- 
posed to put double tracks that will not 
allow ample room for a carriage between 
the curbstones and the 1 tracks on 
both sides. = „ 

As this company “already 0 the fran- 
chise for the use of these streets, it 
will of course operate single lines if the 
double track privilege is withheld. This 
will result in a saving of about $25,000 
a mile to the company, which the com- 
in perfecting 
the system, if it is allowed to do 80. 
But should the privilege be withheld the 
loss to the city will be incalculable, and 
we do not believe that the council will 
stand in the way of this step in the 
direction of metropolitan progress. 

It is to be hoped that the matter 
will be firally agreed upon at the meet- 
ing of the council on Monday next, and 
that before the week is out several 
hundred hands will be at work on the 
improvements to be made.

The Outflow of Gold. 

The outflow of gold to Europe, which has 
been going on for some time, has brought 
the prophets of evil to the front. Just what 
shape the proposed calamity will take we are 
not given to understand, although there are 
many vague hints and intimations of trouble 
of some sort. It is one of the difficulties of 
finance that the financiers seem to know as 
little about it as anybody, while those who 
concoct what is known as financial literature 
are .perfectly willing to sacrifice clarity of 
style rather than give any real information. 
Some of them take rosy, and others gloomy,. 
views of the situation. There is no agree- 
ment among them except as to the fact that 
our precious gold—the idol of the monomet- 
alists—is going abroad at a very rapid rate. 

The situation is certainly interesting, and 
if the outflow continues it will put to the 
test a number of theories which the gold 
bugs have advertised as the gospel of finance. 
Meanwhile, all that the people can do is to 
remain guietly in their seats, as it were, and 
watch results. The impression to be 
gathered from the financial writers of Wall 
street is that when gold goes out of the 
country nothing of value is left behind, and 
life is not worth living. It seems that those 
who own gold are permitting it to go to 
Europe without getting value received, and 
for this reason the monometalists are in 
quite a stew. This is the conclusion to be 
arrived at from the comments of those who 
figure as experts. According to this theory, 
there is nothing on the earth or in the 
waters beneath more precious than gold. 

There are one or two facts related to this 
outflow of gold which the people would do 
well to bearin mind. The monometalists 
claim that gold is a part of the circulating 
medium of the country. If this were so it 
would be in the hands of the people and not 
where it can be carried out of the country 
by the ship-load. But if it isa part of the 
circulation, and if it is as important as the 
goldbugs claim, then the outflow means a 
contraction for which there is no present 
remedy. In a little more than a month the 
coinage of silver at our mints will be stopped 
altogether, and the silver certificates issued 
after the Ist of July will represent only 
silver bullion which fluctuates more con- 
tinually than any other form of merchan- 
dise. 

The outflow of gold, taken in connection 
with the bankrupt treasury and the silver 
situation, may be a very serious matter. It 
may give rise to unforeseen complications. 
It is unfortunate for the people that the 
democratic party is called on at this time by 
some of its leaders to endorse the financial 
theories of the republicans for the 96 04 of 
ambitious men. 


Congress and the oe 
A correspondent writes to THE CONSTI- 
TUTION and asks this question: ‘‘Is it con- 
stitutional for congress to aid and protect 


the farmers, either through a subtreasury | 


plan or by loaning money on land?“ 

Our correspondent’s question is likeiy to 
be discussed for a long time, and men will 
have very strong convictions on both sides 
of it. 

If it is not constitutional to protect and aid 
the farmers, the founders of the republic were 
ignorant of the fact, As General A. M. West, 
of Mississippi, has pointed out in a recent ar- 
ticle on the subject, our first president, 
Washington,” in a message to congress in 


‘1790, commended the interests of agricul- 


ture, commerce and manufactures as de- 
serving special care and protection. The 
house of representatives endorsed the mes- 
sage in a reply, saying: We concur with 
you in the sentiment that agriculture, com- 
merce and manufactures are entitled to 
legislative protection.“ The senate also 
held this view. 

Our government started out on this-line, 
but commerce and manufactures having a 
better business organization than agricul- 
ture, wielded a superior influence in secur- 
ing legislative grants of special privileges. 
These privileges have been extended and 
multiplied until they now dominate the 
country, and keep agriculture in the back- 
ground. 

Witbout discussing the policy of the sub- 
treasury or the land loan scheme, it is plain 
that they do not involve a greater stretch of 
power than we see in the legislation protect- 
ing commerce and manufactures, Cer- 
tainly, nothing is asked for by the farmers 
that goes beyond the privileges granted to 
the whisky distillers. Practically, the gov- 
ernment loans about $40.a barrel to the dis- 
tillers for three years without interest, under 
the bonded warehouse system. Then the 
government favors the national banks by 
loaning them millions of dollars of the peo- 
ple’s money without interest. It loaned 
money to interstate and international expo- 
sitions. It endorsed the bonds of the North- 
ern Pacific railroad. It will probably en- 
dorse the bonds of the Nicarauga canal. 

If the government has been doing all 
these things ſor a century, how can it be

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


WHEN ANYBODY criticises your English, all you 
have to do is to go back to the old writers to find 
your authority. You can find authority for any 
thing, if you have the patience and industry to 
hunt it up. ‘The Criticsays: “Like” for “as” is 
commonly heardin England; in America it is 
heard in the south and west. Mr. Smalley says it 
is not used in the United States at all—at least he 
thinks it is not; but he is wrong. It looks like it 
was going to rain,” is as common a locution in 
Dixie as the distinctive “you all.“ Mr. Lowell, 
in The Biglow Papers,” cites Henry VIII and 
Charles I in its support; also the “scholar and 
poet Daniel.“ Dr. Furnivall is quoting other au- 
thorities in defense of what strikes New Eng- 
landers as a very offensive peculiarity of English 
speech. Like is just as good a conjunction as it 
is a preposition,” he declares, even though “‘pop- 
ular writers, in the insolence of their ignorance, 
have set themselves up to declare that ‘like’ has 
no right to be aconjunction.” One of the “pop- 
ular writers’’ referred tois Andrew Lang, whose 
gentle answer ought to turn away the doctor’s 
wrath, though I don’t believe it will. Mr. Lang 
replies: “I do not know English literature like 
Dr. Furnivall does, but surely I may have 
an opinion about the modern use of ‘like’ 
as 3 conjunction. No doubt it was used 
by Shakspeare, Shelley, Mr. Williams, Mor- 
ris, and other classical authors; who denies it? 
The only qnestion is as to whether it is at present 
sanctioned by the majority of good writers. As 
far as I have remarked, it is now almost peculiar 
to some lady novelists. Would Dr. Furnivall rec- 
ommend a young author to write as they do, or to 
conform to a harmless but popular prejudice by 
writing as they don’t? Idioms come and go; this 
particular idiom has nearly gone, and about idioms 
as about words, one may take the advice quoted 
by Aulas Gellius, from Julius Cesar, I think. But 
anything for a quiet life. Rather than ruffle Dr. 
Furnivall I would write like Mrs. Henry Wood 
wrote. It looks like Mr. Lang didn’t feel in a wary 
argumentative mood.“

An army officer here the other day, who has 
seen service in more than one Indian uprising in 
the west, was speaking of the plan of enlisting 
Indians in the army. 

“Shall we disband crack troops of American 
said he, “to fill them with wild 
Savages? Shall this be done for the sake of 
trying an experimentin civilizing a lot of un- 
tamed Indians, filled always with vermin, upon 
whom the white soldier looks down as he does 
upon unclean beasts?

Some chief holds the place of 
first sergeant, and to his judgment the officer 
must defer in many matters; army rules and. 
regulations are cast to the winds; cattle be- 
longing to citizens may be brought into camp for 
a feast, and he can do practically nothing; his 
men speak a language that he dves not under- 


stand; such things as guard and police are out of 


the question ; the mien desert, and they cannot be 
punished. An attempt to enlist them and subject 
them to discipline will be followed by countiess 
desertions, and we will convert into outlaws those 
whom we hoped to civilize.

In consideration of the foregoing,the Chatta- 
mooga, Rome and Columbus was required to 
deliver to the Savapnah and Western all 
property belonging to the former road, rolling 
stock, roadbed, terminal facilities, and two- 
thirds of the common stock and $1,140,000 of 
non-cumulative income bonds. 

The proposition was voted on by the stock- 
holders and unanimously accepted, nearly 
three-fourths of the stock being represented at 
the meating.”’ 

This purchase will give the Central a 
through line to Chattanooga.- The connection 
is by the Savannah, Griffin and North Ala- 
bama to Carrollton, and by the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus from Carrollton to Chat- 
tanooga. 

There cliche to be, and doubtless will be, 
advantage to Brunswick im this deal. Of 
course the Central will use its own roads in 
preference to any division of  busi- 
ness, and direct all business subject 
to its controt to and from Savannah.

Yesterday Dr. C. A. Stiles, his family physi- 
Giav, was asked for an opinion on the subject: 

“He is insane, without a doubt,“ remarked 
Dr. Stiles. ‘I have been his family physician 
for four years, ever since he first came to At- 
lanta, and he was insane, in my opinion, when 
he committed the deed.’ 

WHY WAS NOT THE POINT RAISED? 

“Why was the point not raised in the trial, 
doctor?“ 

“I can’t answer that question. I went to 
his counsel and told them that the issue should. 
be made. I knew that that was the only 
chance for him, and being confident that he 
was insane at the time of the commission of 
the awful deed, I told his counsel so, and 
urged that the point should be raised, 
It was not done, and Ozburn 
was convicted, as a natural consequence.” 

„What caused you to think that his mind 
was unbalanced ?”’ 

„Why, when he first came here from Missis- 
sippi, he had gone through two attacks of 
hemorrhagic fever. I told him to secure 2 
situation here, and not to return to Mississippi, 
for if he were again attacked by the fever he 
could not possibly survive. He secured 
a position, kept it about one month, 
and right in the heat of summer went to 
Mississippi! again. He returned to Atlanta 
after spending some months there, and again 
I cautioned him not to risk his life by going 
back to Mississippi. He secured a position 
here, kept it a short while and then went back 
again, bra ving the dangers of that malaria! ro- 
gion against my most earnest protest.” 

And what followed?“ 

HIS STRANGE CONDUCT. 

He returned to the city, and for awhile he 
and his wife boarded at the Sharman house. 
He would come down with her to his meals, 
sit at the table in perfect silence, and after 
finishing would get up and go away without a 
word. The other boarders at the house began 
to comment upon his conduct, andI observed 
his actions closely. He had a restless wander- 
ing and uncertain look out of his eyes that 
would have convinced the most casual ob- 
server that he was off his balance. His eyes 
look like those of a hunted animal—a regular 
} hyena look.” 

ATTACKS OF MENTAL ABERRATION, 

“Did you ever treat him for a trouble of 
that sort?“ 

“Yes. On three different occasions his wife 
sent for me, once at night and twice 
about 6 o’clock in the morning. He was 
not under the influence of liquor on any of 
these occasions, but he talked widely and in- 
coherently, like a man out of his mind. His 
wife begged me not to say anything about it, 
and she would ask me if I thought that he was 
in a proper condition to go to the store. 

“When was the last attack?“ 

“About six weeks before the killing 
occurred, early in the morning. I 
was sent for. Ozburn complained of 
a trouble in his head. I administered such 
remedies as I thought proper to quiet him, and 
left him.” 

THAT FATAL DAY. 

„What do you think of his condition on 
that fatal day, when he killed Bradley ?” 

„He was evidently insane. Duncan and 
Camp were both old schoolmates of his and 
had known bim for a long while. They 
thought nothing of his condition, 
but he went down to Brad - 
ley’s store, labering under a temporary 
fit of insanity, and the deed was done.“ 

“Then you think he was not responsible at 
the time? 

No. I do not. No sane man would have 
committed such a crime, in the first place, and 
knowing Ozburn like I did, I havent the 
slightest doubt of his irresponsibility.” 

IMAGINES THEY ARB WORMS. 

**What is his condition now?“ 

„Crazy. Why. he has been picking imagi- 
nary worms ont of his thighs and legs 
for many weeks. He would pull at 
his flesh and remark, ‘oh, these worms! They 
break in two. I can pull their heads off, but 
I can’t get them out.’ Yes, he is crazy, and it 
is a surprise to me that the point was not made

ABOUT THE COTTON CROP. 


Dr. Hunnicutt Says Georgia’s Production 
Will Reach 1,100,000 Bales. 

Dr. Hunnicutt, of the agricultural depart- 
ment, received a letter from a New. York 
financial paper yesterday, asking for the num- 
ber of bales of gotton produced in Georgia the 
past season. 

There is no way to get at the exact figu 
right now, on account of the large amount 
cotton being, held back by the farmers for 
higher prices. However, Dr. Kunnicutt has 
calculated it in this way: 

There are 3,000,000 acres in cotton in the 
state. The usual production is 157 pounds to 
thescre. This year, it run up to 180 pounds. 
Last year’s crop of cotton yas 950,000 bales. 
And this year's, he says, will reach 1,100,000 


bales, 
The Crop Reported. 

In the report of the ‘commissioner of agri- 
culture now ready for distribution, there are 
some additional observations to those already 
printed, which are of interest: 

“Corn,” it says, “is higher than it has been for 
ten years, and will continue so until the present 
crop is made and put upon the market. Should 
the crop prove a short one, there will be no ma- 
terial dechine in price. It behooves the farmers, 
therefore, to supplémentecorn.as far as possible 

with every available feod crop. 

If Whip-poor- will peas are planted in drills two 
and a half feet apart manured with acid phos- 
phate and given two plowings, there will be ri 

as to feed to stock during the summer. Should 
— be any land that can be 80 utilized, broad - 
cast acid phosphate and sow peas in the same 
manner. If the seasons are at all eye gene thére 
will be in August two or three tons of splendid 
vines and hay to the acre.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 13.--It is now admitted that the 
future of the stock market hinges almost wholly upon 
the European financial situation, and some of the 
more prominent operators here are reported to be 
going to Europe to study the problem upon the spot. 
The main effect at present has been to narrow the 

market after establishing a lower range of values, and 
today leading active shares monopolized a larger pro- 
portion of total dealings than usual of late. News 
from the other side, however, was of a more re- 
assuring character than that of yesterday, and London 
was buyer here, while the reportod scare of yester- 
day is entirely over. This buying was confined almost 

exclusively to the St. Paul, Louisville and Nashville, 
Union Pacific and Atchison, but was specially notice- 
able and effective in the first named stocks. The bulls, 
however, were not inclined to push their advantage 
too far,as many adverse developments of late have 
rendered them more cautious, and commission houses 
are advising their customers to wait till the situation 
is more clear before going heavily into the market on 
either side. The more favorable aspect of affairs on 
tze other side, however, was to a certain extent neu- 
tralized by continued engagements of gold for export, 
over $2,000,000 being taken today, and the total for the 
week bids fair to equal the large out-go of last week. 


This, while much is said and written to show thatthe | 


country can stand it, is disconcerting to advocates of 
higher prices, and while the general belief is that it 
can’t last much longer, higher rates for money inci- 
dent to depletion of bank reserves makes caution 
necessary. Opening prices were from s to M per cent 
better than last night’s finals, and, while the pressure 
to sell was heavy, especially from the west, nothing 
but Industrials yielded to any material extent. The 
buying by foreigners leads to a realization of the fact 
that large shipments of gold to Europe has produced 
a better feeling there, and must react favorably on the 
situation here. Today’s prices responded promptly to 
the improved conditions, and after the first drive the 
course of values was steadily upward until near the 
close, when realizations on the advance of theday by 
the trading element caused a light set-back. The 
Grangers were still the most prominent group, but 
the upward modement attained large proportions,also 
in Lackawanna, Wheeling and Lake Erie, Louisville, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis and 
Pacific Mail. Industrials were the weak point in the 
market, but only sugar showed any material decline, 
which lasted until the final sale. The market closed 
quiet and steady, after the slight reaction of the last 
hour, generally at close to best figures.

In the Special Tax Cases—There Will Be an 
Appeal to the Supreme Court, but Judge 
Clarke Has Decided Against Them, 


Cold storage men must pay. 

That is the decision of the court. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke has had the mat- 
ter under advisement for two weeks, and has 
investigated the cases thoroughly. 

Yesterday morning he rendered his decision, 
and it was sustaining the action of the tax col- 
lector of Fulton county. 

STORY OF THE CASES. 

The story of the cases passed upon is inter- 
esting. 

At the last session of the Georgia legislature 
an act was passed imposing a tax of $5 on each 
and every individual doing a cold storage busi- 
ness in the state of Georgia. It was a 
blow at the companies who had been 
engaged through their agents in the sale of 
fresh meats in the city and state. 

When the time came for the collection of 
the tax, the tax collector, Mr. Andy Stewart, 
issued his fi fas,and levies were made upon the 
property of the Armour Packing Company, 
the Nelson-Morrison Company and the At- 
lanta Beef Company. These compa- 
nies appealed to the courts on the 
ground that they did not 
the provisions of the law, as they did not do a 
cold storage bussness in that sense. 

EFFECTS OF THE DECISION. 

But Judge Marshall J. Clarke decided that 
they were within the limits of the law yester- 
day, and his decision will stand. 

Unless there is an appeal, which there will 
probably be, to the supreme court. 

The outcome of the suits will be 
watched with interest, as there are many 
thousand dollars invested in the business 
in the state, and if the decision holds good, it 
will have the effect of driving them out of the 
business, or of putting Tennessee and western 
beef at such a price as will be beyond the 
reach of the average consumer.
